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France honors attack victims in city subdued by

PARIS (AP) — A subdued 
France paid homage Friday 
to those killed two weeks 
ago in the attacks that 
gripped Paris in fear and 
mourning, honoring each 
of the 130 dead by name 
as the president pledged 
to “destroy the army of 
fanatics” who claimed so 
many young lives. 

With each name and age 


read aloud inside the In¬ 
valides national monu¬ 
ment, the toll gained new 
force. Most, as French Presi¬ 
dent Francois Hollande 
noted, were younger than 
35, killed while enjoying a 
mild Friday night of music, 
food, drinks or sports. The 
youngest was 17. The old¬ 
est, 68. 

Meanwhile, in Belgium, au¬ 
thorities charged a man 
with “terrorist attacks" as in¬ 


vestigators worked to hone 
in on culprits. The federal 
prosecutor's office said the 
man was arrested a day 
earlier in Brussels and was 
“charged with terrorist at¬ 
tacks and taking part in 
the activities of a terrorist 
group.” He was not identi¬ 
fied and it was not imme¬ 
diately clear if he was one 
of two fugitives authorities 
have been seeking. 
France's somber homage 


to the victims bespoke the 
horrors of Nov. 13. 
Throughout Paris, French 
flags fluttered in windows 
and on buses in uncharac¬ 
teristic displays of patriofism 
in response fo Paris' sec¬ 
ond deadly terror attack 
this year. But the mood was 
grim, and the locked-down 
ceremony at the Invalides 
national monument lacked 
the defiance of January, 
when a million people 
poured through the streets 
to honor those killed by Is¬ 
lamic extremist gunmen. 
Hollande, who in January 
locked arms with world 
leaders in a show of global 
unify against terrorism, sat 
alone in a hard-backed 
chair in the cavernous In¬ 
valides courtyard, the as¬ 
sembled mourners behind 
him as victims’ names were 
recited. 

France’s military provided 
the only images of Friday’s 
ceremony, and no one 
wifhouf an invifafion was 
permitted inside. 

The night of Nov. 13, three 
teams of suicide bombers 
and gunmen struck across 
Paris, beginning at the na¬ 
tional stadium — where 
Hollande was among the 
spectators — and end¬ 
ing in the storming of the 
Bataclan concert venue. 



mourning 

In all, 130 people died and 
hundreds were injured. The 
crowd at the stadium shak¬ 
ily sang France’s national 
anthem as they filed out¬ 
side that night; a military 
band played the Marseil¬ 
laise again on Friday, linger¬ 
ing slightly on the refrain: 
“Aux armes, citoyens!” 

The courtyard went silent 
after the reading of the 
names finished, broken fi¬ 
nally by a mournful cello. 
Hollande stared straight 
ahead, before finally rising 
to speak. 

“To all of you, I solemnly 
promise that France will do 
everything to destroy the 
army of fanatics who com¬ 
mitted these crimes," Hol¬ 
lande said. 

The speech was dedicated 
above all to the dead and 
France’s young. 

“The ordeal has scarred 
us all, but it will make us 
stronger. I have confi¬ 
dence in the generation to 
come. Generations before 
have also had their iden¬ 
tity forged in the flower of 
youth. The attack of Nov. 
13 will remain in the memo¬ 
ry of today's youth as a ter¬ 
rible initiation in the hard¬ 
ness of the world. But also 
as an invitation to combat 
it by creating a new com¬ 
mitment,” he said. a 


Queen Elizabeth II opens Commonwealth meeting in Malta

VALLETTA, Malta (AP) — 

Queen Elizabeth II opened 
the Commonwealth sum¬ 
mit Friday on the Mediter¬ 
ranean island of Malta — a 
meeting that will focus on 
climate change and the 
threat of extremist violence. 
The 89-year-old British mon¬ 
arch praised the accom¬ 
plishments of the 53-nation 
Commonwealth and her 
happy associations with 
Malta. “Prince Philip and 
I first came to live here in 
Malta in 1949, the year 
the Commonwealth was 
founded,” she said, hail¬ 
ing a vasf advancement in 
freedom and human rights 
in the decades since then. 
“I have been privileged to 
witness this transformation 
and to consider its pur¬ 
pose.” 

The Commonwealth links 


more than 2 billion people 
on five continents, includ¬ 
ing large countries like In¬ 
dia, Australia and Canada 
and small island states like 
Tonga and Vanuatu. 

French President Francois 
Hollande briefly left grief- 
stricken France Friday to 
travel to Malta to urge 
Commonwealth leaders 
to take action on climate 
change during the United 
Nations climate confer¬ 
ence that begins in Paris 
Monday and will be at¬ 
tended by some 150 world 
leaders. He said that man is 
his own worst enemy, when 
it comes to both terrorism 
and the environment. 

“We are mobilizing our¬ 
selves in favor of the envi¬ 
ronment for the planet," 
he said, while expressing 
his fear that a deal may be 
blocked by a small group 
of countries. □ 
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Evolving Black Friday mostly tame across America

NEW YORK (AP) — Black 
Friday, the unofficial start 
to the holiday shopping 
season, isn’t always what 
people expect. 

In Colorado, for instance, 
marijuana stores got into 
the act. In Arizona, families 
skipped the spending fren¬ 
zy to go hiking. And in Chi¬ 
cago, shoppers snapped 
photos of demonstrators 
protesting the police shoot¬ 
ing of a black teenager. 
Overall, there seemed to 
be smaller crowds through¬ 
out stores and malls across 
the country. 

Here’s how the day played 
out: 

NO MAD RUSH 

Business was brisk but not 
overwhelming at a Macy’s 
in Kansas City as rain that 
started Thursday morning 
continued falling. There 
didn't appear to be any 
lines more than a few cus¬ 
tomers deep. 

Gerri Spencer and her 
daughter left home at 4 
a.m. and made their way 
to a Macy's store several 
hours later. Spencer said 
the crowds seemed sparser 
than in the past when Black 
Friday meant “getting out 
at the crack of dawn" to 
get the best deals. 

Some Black Friday shop¬ 
pers seemed to miss the 
holiday crowds. 

At a Kmart in Denver, Su¬ 
san Montoya had nearly 
the entire store to herself. 
She half-heartedly flipped 
through a rack of girls’ 
holiday party dresses and 
looked down the store's 
empty aisles. 

“There's no one out here! 
No challenge!” she said. 
Lynette Norcup also is nos¬ 
talgic for Black Fridays of 
the past. 

Sitting in the warmth of her 
daughter’s SUV waiting for 
Wal-Mart to open, the resi¬ 
dent of Pleasanton, Cali¬ 
fornia said she thinks the 
excitement has fizzled with 
stores opening on Thanks¬ 
giving. 

Norcup misses the chal¬ 
lenge of strategizing to 
score deals. 

CHICAGO PROTESTS 

Hundreds of protesters 
blocked entrances to 


stores in Chicago’s high- 
end shopping district to 
draw attention to the po¬ 
lice shooting of a black 
teenager. 

The demonstration came 
after the release of a vid¬ 
eo this week showing the 
fatal shooting of 17-year- 
old Laquan McDonald last 
year. The video touched off 
largely peaceful protests. 
On Friday, some of the 
demonstrators in Chicago 
linked arms to form human 
chains in front of main en¬ 
trances to stores. 

Store employees directed 
shoppers to exit from side 
doors. When one person 
tried to get through the 
front door of Saks Fifth Av¬ 
enue, protesters screamed 
at him, shouting, “Shut it 
down! Shut it down.” 
Entrances were also 
blocked at the Disney 
Store, the Apple Store, Nike, 
Tiffany & Co., and Neiman 
Marcus. Many shoppers 
seemed to take the distur¬ 
bance in stride, and some 
even snapped photos of 
the crowd. 

Protesters took different ap¬ 
proaches. The Rev. Jesse 
Jackson, for instance, led 
a prayer with a group from 
the steps of Chicago’s his¬ 
toric Water Tower. 

WEED FRIDAY 

Colorado has a new Black 
Friday tradition: Marijuana 
shops drawing shoppers 
with discounted weed and 
holiday gift sets. 

At Denver Kush Club in 
Denver, about two dozen 
customers were lined up in 
subfreezing temperatures 
and snow showers to take 
advantage of the deals. 
The first few customers got 
free joints, free rolling pa¬ 
pers and a T-shirt with pur¬ 
chase. Medical customers 
were offered ounces of 
marijuana for $99 — a sav¬ 
ings of about 50 percent. 
The shop blasted reggae 
music and welcomed the 
crowd with Green Friday 
welcome cheers. Similar 
deals were offered last 
year, the first in which re¬ 
tail recreational marijuana 
sales opened. 

GREAT OUTDOORS 

At Catalina State Park just 
north in Arizona, dozens 


of families and dogs hiked 
through the saguaro cac¬ 
tus-covered mountains. 
Many said they didn’t plan 
on shopping on Black Fri¬ 
day anyway. 

Krista Wells, of Tucson, said 
she wanted her daughters 
to understand that the holi¬ 
days are about spending 
time with family, not shop¬ 
ping. 

“This is about the season 
of bringing together and 
reflecting upon family and 
getting into the Christmas 
holiday. I don’t think there's 
a retail holiday,” she said. 


STORES VS APP 

For the first time, analysts 
had predicted more than 
half of online traffic to re¬ 
tailer sites would come 
from smartphones than 
desktops during the four- 
day Black Friday holiday 
shopping weekend. 

On Friday, there was evi¬ 
dence that shoppers were 
vacillating between both 
stores and online. 

Wal-Mart Stores Inc.'s chief 
merchandising officerSteve 
Bratspies told the Associat¬ 
ed Press that the chain saw 
more shoppers buying both

on its website and in its 
stores than the same time a 
year ago. Target’s CEO Bri¬ 
an Cornell said that online 
sales on Thanksgiving were 
strong, outpacing the per¬ 
formance on the holiday a 
year ago. That’s making it 
Target's biggest day online 
for sales yet, driven largely 
by electronics. He also was 
pleased with store traffic. 
And J.C. Penney’s CEO 
Marvin Ellison said that 
the chain worked hard to 
make its app more user 
friendly, and as a result, its 
online sales. □

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Mayor says Colorado Springs shooting suspect in custody

COLORADO SPRINGS, Col¬ 
orado (AP) — The mayor of 
Colorado Springs says the 


gunman in a shooting at¬ 
tack at a Planned Parent¬ 
hood clinic is in custody. 
Mayor John Suthers says 
he did not have any further 


details. 

A shootout and standoff 
between the gunman and 
officers had been going 
on for hours Friday at the 


clinic. Police say 11 peo¬ 
ple, including five officers, 
have been transported to 
area hospitals. Authorities 
do not have any further 
details on those wounded 
or whether there had been 
any fatalities in the attack. 
A gunman opened fire at 
a Colorado Planned Par¬ 
enthood clinic on Friday, 
wounding multiple peo¬ 
ple and engaging in gun 
battles with police as pa¬ 
tients and staff members 
ducked behind tables to 
hide and keep away from 
the crossfire. At least nine 
people were taken to hos¬ 
pitals amid the shooting 
that spanned several hours 
before the gunman was 
taken into custody. 

Three officers were injured 
while responding to the 
initial report of shots fired 
at the clinic before noon, 
authorities said. More than 
two hours later, the gun¬ 
man shot and injured a 
fourth officer in another ex¬ 


change with police inside 
the clinic, police Lt. Cath¬ 
erine Buckley said. 
Authorities said they don’t 
know the motive of the 
gunman or whether the 
shooter had any connec¬ 
tion to Planned Parent¬ 
hood, a national women's 
health care providers that 
offers abortions at some 
clinics. 

“We don't have any infor¬ 
mation on this individual's 
mentality, or his ideas or 
ideology," Buckley said. 
Planned Parenthood re¬ 
leased a statement that 
said it did not know the 
full circumstances or mo¬ 
tives behind the attack, or 
whether the organization 
was the target. 

The shots sent people in¬ 
side the clinic racing for 
cover. Jennifer Motolinia 
hid behind a table inside 
the clinic and called her 
brother, Joan, who said he 
heard multiple gunshots in 
the background.^

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Paris attacks have re¬ 
newed debate on the U.S. 
government's post-Sept. 11 
domestic surveillance laws, 
leading to efforts to revive 
the issue in Congress. 

The debate has handed 
presidential candidate 
Marco Rubio an open¬ 
ing against Ted Cruz, one 
of his rival for the Republi¬ 
can nomination. The two 
senators are nearing the 
top of the Republican 
field nationally and in key 
early voting states, though 
Donald Trump remains the 
front-runner with just over 
two months to go before 
the primary contest begins. 
Rubio and Cruz were on 
opposite sides earlier this 
year when Congress elimi¬ 
nated the National Securi¬ 
ty Agency’s bulk phone-re- 
cords collection program 
and replaced it with a 
more restrictive measure to 


keep the records in phone 
companies’ hands. 

Rubio, of Florida, sided with 
top Republican senators in 
trying unsuccessfully to ex¬ 
tend the existing program, 
saying that national secu¬ 
rity required it. Cruz, of Tex¬ 
as, allied himself with Dem¬ 
ocrats and the few other 
Republicans who said the 
program amounted to in¬ 
trusive government over¬ 
reach with no security ben¬ 
efit and voted to remake it. 
Now, with polls showing 
the public is growing more 
concerned with secu¬ 
rity after the Paris attacks 
this month that killed 130 
people, Rubio is backing 
long-shot legislation aimed 
at keeping the intended 
changes from taking ef¬ 
fect at month’s end, as 
scheduled. He also nee¬ 
dling Cruz, who is respond¬ 
ing just as adamantly, as 
the two, rising in the presi¬ 
dential polls, escalate their 
direct confrontations. 


“This is not a personal at¬ 
tack. It’s a policy differ¬ 
ence,” Rubio said recent¬ 
ly in an interview in Des 
Moines, Iowa. He said Cruz 
had joined with Senate lib¬ 
erals “to undermine the in¬ 
telligence programs of this 
country.” 

“They do so under the 


guise of protecting our lib¬ 
erties,” Rubio said. “But in 
fact you can protect our 
liberties without undermin¬ 
ing those programs.” 

Cruz, in an interview, dis¬ 
puted Rubio's criticism. 

“I disagree with some 
Washington Republicans 
who think we should dis¬ 


regard and discard the 
constitutional protections 
of American citizens,” he 
said. “We can keep this na¬ 
tion safe without acquiesc¬ 
ing to Big Brother having 
information about every 
aspect of our lives." 

A Washington Post poll 
conducted after the Paris 
attacks showed a jump in 
the percentage of voters 
favoring investigating ter¬ 
rorist threats over protect¬ 
ing personal privacy: 72 
percent said the govern¬ 
ment should investigate 
threats even at the cost of 
personal privacy, and 25 
percent said the govern¬ 
ment shouldn't intrude on 
personal privacy, even if 
that limits its investigatory 
abilities. Speculation about 
how the suspects in the 
Paris attacks communicat¬ 
ed is raising calls for Con¬ 
gress to take new steps on 
surveillance and ensure 
government access to en¬ 
crypted networks.□ 
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Police: Gang members targeted 9-year-old boy shot in alley

CHICAGO (AP) — A Chica¬ 
go man was charged with 
first-degree murder Friday 
in connection with the slay¬ 
ing of a 9-year-old boy who 
police say was lured from a 
playground and shot in the 
head because of his father's 
gang ties. Police Superinten¬ 
dent Garry McCarthy said 
the suspect, Corey Mor¬ 


gan, 27, is a gang member 
with an extensive criminal 
history. McCarthy said two 
other men, including one 
jailed on an unrelated gun 
charge, also are suspected 
in the death of Tyshawn 
Lee, who was shot in an al¬ 
ley near his grandmother's 
home on Nov. 2. Prosecu¬ 
tors allege Morgan was in¬ 
tent on settling the score 
after an October shooting 


killed his brother and injured 
his mother in a months-long 
gang feud. But his attorney, 
Jonathan Brayman, said 
Morgan “absolutely denies” 
being involved in the boy’s 
death. McCarthy said the 
three men's precise roles 
were still under investiga¬ 
tion, but that all were mem¬ 
bers of the same gang. 
“They're going to be obliter¬ 
ated. That gang just signed 


its own death warrant,” Mc¬ 
Carthy said during a news 
conference. Tyshawn's slay¬ 
ing shocked a city already 
grimly familiar with gang 
violence. The fourth-grader 
was shot at close range — in 
the head and back. McCar¬ 
thy praised local residents, 
saying they overcame fears 
and risks of retaliation to 
come forward and offer tips 
to police. 


“If you have a monster 
who’s willing to assassinate 
a 9-year-old, what is that 
person likely to do if they 
know that somebody’s co¬ 
operating with the case?" 
McCarthy said at a news 
conference. Investigators 
allege Morgan was looking 
for targets after an Oct. 13 
shooting that killed his broth¬ 
er and injured his mother 
while they were in a car.Q 


Reporter mocked by Trump says the 2 knew each other well

WASHINGTON (AP) — Re¬ 
publican presidential can¬ 
didate Donald Trump says 
he couldn’t have been 
making fun of a report¬ 
er’s disability because he 
doesn’t know the man. Not 
so, says the reporter. 

Serge Kovaleski of The New 


York Times says he has met 
the real estate mogul re¬ 
peatedly, interviewing him 
in his office and talking to 
him at news conferences, 
when he worked for the 
New York Daily News in the 
late 1980s. “Donald and I 
were on a first-name ba¬ 


campaign event at the Myrtle

sis for years,” he said in a 
Times story about Trump’s 
behavior at a rally in South 
Carolina last week. 
Onstage Tuesday, a mock¬ 
ing Trump flailed his arms 
in an apparent attempt to 
imitate mannerisms of the 
“poor guy." He accused 


Kovaleski of backing off 
a story from a week after 
the Sept. 11, 2001 attacks 
that said authorities in 
New Jersey detained and 
questioned “a number of 
people who were alleg¬ 
edly seen celebrating the 
attacks.” Kovaleski then 
worked for The Washington 
Post. 

Trump, who has stunned 
the political world with his 
staying power at the top 
of the Republican presi¬ 
dential field, cites the story 
as proof of his claim that 
“thousands” of Muslims in 
New Jersey celebrated 
the devastation across the 
river. But the story did not 
suggest “thousands" were 
observed celebrating or 
that the reports of such 
a scene were true. Other 
accounts from that time 
concluded the allegations 
were unfounded. 

Kovaleski has arthrogrypo¬ 
sis, a congenital condition 
that restricts joint move¬ 
ment. In his speech, Trump 
cited the 2001 story, “writ¬ 
ten by a nice reporter,” 


and went on: “Now the 
poor guy, you oughta see 
this guy — uh, I don't know 
what I said, uh, I don’t re¬ 
member. He’s going like, 
I don’t remember.” He 
made jerking gestures and 
his voice took on a mock¬ 
ing tone. 

On Thursday, Trump posted 
a statement on his Twitter 
account saying “I have no 
idea” who Kovaleski is and 
claiming to have “one of 
the all-time great memo¬ 
ries.” 

He wrote: “If Mr. Kovaleski 
is handicapped, I would 
not know, because I do not 
know what he looks like. If I 
did know, I would definitely 
not say anything about his 
appearance." Kovaleski 
challenged that statement 
in a Times story posted on¬ 
line Thursday night. “I've in¬ 
terviewed him in his office,” 
he said. “I’ve talked to him 
at press conferences. All in 
all, I would say around a 
dozen times, I’ve interact¬ 
ed with him as a reporter” 
when he worked for the 
Daily NewsO 



White House fence jumper left suicide note: document

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

man accused of jumping 
the White House fence 
while draped in an Ameri¬ 
can flag left a suicide note 
with friends and a will with 
his mother, telling her she 
may never see him again, 
court documents show. 
Joseph Caputo, 22, was 
ordered to undergo a psy¬ 
chiatric evaluation on Fri¬ 
day, a day after authorities 
said he scaled the fence 


while President Barack 
Obama was celebrating 
Thanksgiving with his fam¬ 
ily, prompting a lockdown. 
Caputo is charged with 
one count of illegal entry 
onto restricted grounds, 
which carries a maximum 
penalty of one year in 
prison. He did not enter a 
plea during his brief ap¬ 
pearance in District of Co¬ 
lumbia Superior Court on 
Friday afternoon. A judge 
released him to the custo¬ 
dy of the Secret Service for 


the sake of an emergency 
psychiatric evaluation. He 
is scheduled to appear in 
federal court on Monday. 
Caputo is the first person 
to be charged with scal¬ 
ing the White House fence 
since May, when the Se¬ 
cret Service added a sec¬ 
ond layer of steel spikes 
to the top of the fence in 
response to a series of se¬ 
curity breaches, including 
an intruder who got deep 
inside the executive man¬ 
sion last year. Other long¬ 


term security enhance¬ 
ments for the White House 
perimeter are under con¬ 
struction. 

According to court docu¬ 
ments, Caputo had been 
staying with two friends in 
Virginia this week, and the 
friends provided the Se¬ 
cret Service with a note in 
which Caputo stated his 
intention to die on Thurs¬ 
day. According to the 
documents, the note read, 
in part, “Death is a natu¬ 
ral part of life. Rejoice for 


those around uswho trans¬ 
form into the Force,” in 
an apparent reference to 
the mythology of the "Star 
Wars” movies. 

Caputo wore the Ameri¬ 
can flag like a cape when 
he went over the fence, 
the documents show, and 
he was carrying a USB flash 
drive in the shape of a 
“Captain America” shield. 
He also carried weight¬ 
lifting gloves and pocket 
guide to the Constitution, 
authorities said. □

of airstrikes targeting the 
Syrian city of Raqqa, the 
headquarters of the ex¬ 
tremist Islamic State group 
and the focus of an in¬ 
ternational military cam¬ 
paign, killed at least eight 
people, including five chil¬ 
dren, Syrian opposition 
groups said Friday. 

The strikes came as 
France’s foreign minister, 
Laurent Fabius, declared 
that destroying the IS 
headquarters and “neu¬ 
tralizing and eradicating” 
the extremist group is the 
main objective of the inter¬ 
national campaign. 

It wasn't immediately clear 
who carried out the latest 
airstrikes. The city in north¬ 
ern Syria is the group’s de 
facto capital and has be¬ 
come the focus of interna¬ 
tional airstrikes in the wake 
of the Paris terror attacks 
and the bombing of a Rus¬ 
sian jetliner over Egypt's Si¬ 
nai Peninsula. IS has said it 
was behind both attacks. 
Those developments have 
turned the world’s atten¬ 
tion to the fight against IS 
at a time when the interna¬ 
tional community is trying 
to engage Syrians in a dip¬ 
lomatic process that would 
lead to a political transition 
in the war-ravaged coun¬ 
try. 

That process faces enor¬ 
mous hurdles, including the 
fate of President Bashar 
Assad and agreeing on 
which armed factions 


in Syria should be allowed 
to take part in negotia¬ 
tions. 

Speaking in Moscow at a 
joint news conference with 
the Syrian foreign minis¬ 
ter Friday, Russian Foreign 
Minister Sergey Lavrov said 


Friday that peace talks 
for Syria cannot go ahead 
until all parties involved 
agree on a list of which 
groups should be listed as 
terrorist and which as legiti¬ 
mate opposition. 

“Vienna talks cannot go 
ahead productively with¬ 
out such a list of terrorists 
and a list of opposition 
groups," Lavrov said, add¬ 
ing that the lists should be 


vetted by the U.N. Security 
Council. 

Syrian Foreign Minister 
Walid al-Moallem scoffed 
at those who call on Assad 
to step down, comparing 
them to “those who dream 
of the devil in heaven.” 


“All those who demanded 
the resignation of Assad 
have left and Assad re¬ 
mained,” he said, adding 
that elections will decide 
who stays and who goes. 
Al-Moallem also seized on 
comments made by Fabi¬ 
us Friday in which he sug¬ 
gested France could work 
with Syrian government 
forces to fight the Islamic 
State group. 


“Better late than never,” 
al-Moallem said. “The Syr¬ 
ian army is ready to collab¬ 
orate with anyone who has 
the intention to fight terror¬ 
ism in Syria,” he said, add¬ 
ing that first France would 
have to change its whole 


take on the Syrian crisis. 
Fabius later clarified his 
comments, saying such 
cooperation must be part 
of a political transition in 
which Assad would step 
down. 

A Raqqa-based activist 
group that reports on IS, 
known as Raqqa is Being 
Slaughtered Silently, said 
Friday that most of the ca¬ 
sualties in the latest aerial 


bombardment occurred 
when warplanes targeted 
the city’s Heten School. 
The school, like others in 
Raqqa, has been taken 
over by IS. 

The Syrian Observatory 
for Fluman Rights put the 
death toll at 12, including 
the five children. Conflict¬ 
ing casualty figures are 
common in the chaos 
of Syria’s civil war, now in 
its fifth year. 

Russia and a U.S.-led coali¬ 
tion that includes France 
have been pounding 
Raqqa. 

An IS-affiliated agency, 
Aamaq, published a video 
purporting to show night¬ 
time explosions that lit up 
the Raqqa sky. The video 
showed a building and 
several cars on fire, and a 
man crouching over the 
bodies of five children. The 
agency claimed the casu¬ 
alties and destruction were 
caused by Russian airstrikes 
that targeted civilian ar¬ 
eas. 

In an interview with RTL 
radio, Fabius said that de¬ 
stroying IS is an objective 
that all countries agree 
upon. He spoke after a 
week of intense diploma¬ 
cy capped by the French 
president's meeting with 
Russian President Vladimir 
Putin. 

Francois Hollande has 
been on a diplomatic drive 
since the Paris attacks to 
increase cooperation in 
tackling IS, which holds 
large swathes of territory in 
both Syria and IraqO

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Russia suspends visa-free travel with Turkey over jet crisis

MOSCOW (AP) — Russia 
announced Friday that it 
will suspend visa-free travel 
with Turkey amid the esca¬ 
lating spat over the down¬ 
ing of a Russian warplane 
by a Turkish fighter jet at 
the Syrian border. 

Russian Foreign Minister 
Sergey Lavrov announced 
that Moscow will halt the 
existing visa-free regime 
starting Jan. 1, saying that 
Turkey has become a con¬ 
duit for terrorists and has 
been reluctant to share 
information with Moscow 
about Russian citizens ac¬ 
cused of involvement in 
terrorist activities. 

Turkey’s downing of the 
Russian military jet Tuesday, 
the first time in half a cen¬ 
tury that a NATO member 
shot down a Russian plane, 
has drawn a harsh re¬ 
sponse from Moscow. Rus¬ 
sia has since restricted tour¬ 
ist travel, left Turkish trucks 
stranded at the border, 
confiscated large quanti¬ 
ties of Turkish food imports 
and started preparing a 
raft of broader economic 
sanctions. 

President Vladimir Putin has 


also ordered the deploy¬ 
ment of the long-range 
S-400 air defense missile 
systems to a Russian air 
base in Syria just 50 kilo¬ 
meters (30 miles) south of 
the border with Turkey to 
help protect Russian war¬ 
planes, and the Russian 
military warned it would 
shoot down any aerial tar¬ 
get that would pose a po¬ 
tential threat to its planes. 
The military also moved 
the missile cruiser Moskva 
closer to the shore to help 
cover Russian bombers om 
combat missions. 

Turkish President Recep 
Tayyip Erdogan refused to 
apologize for the plane's 
downing, which Ankara 
said came after it flew for 
17 seconds into Turkish air¬ 
space. At the same timed, 
Erdogan said he has tried 
in vain to speak by phone 
to Putin to discuss the situ¬ 
ation and expressed hope 
they could meet at the 
sidelines of a climate sum¬ 
mit in Paris next Monday. 
Putin's foreign affairs ad¬ 
viser Yuri Ushakov said Fri¬ 
day that the Kremlin had 
received Erdogan’s re¬ 
quest for a meeting, but 
wouldn’t say whether such 


a meeting is possible. 
Asked why Putin hasn’t 
picked up the phone to 
respond to Erdogan's two 
phone calls, he said that 
“we have seen that the 
Turkish side hasn’t been 
ready to offer an elemen¬ 
tary apology over the 
plane incident.” 

Turkey’s Deputy Prime 
Minister Numan Kurtulmus 
voiced hope that Moscow 
would keep military and 
diplomatic channels open 
and added that Ankara 
was mulling possible mea¬ 
sures in response to Rus¬ 
sian economic sanctions. 
Fie said that Turkey doesn’t 
think Russia would risk los¬ 


ing it as a partner. 
Speaking to reporters after 
Friday’s Cabinet meeting, 
Kurtulmus said that Turkey 
would not have shot down 
the plane if it had known 
it was Russian and said 
this is what Turkish officials 
have told senior Russian 
officials. Fie added that if 
the pilots had responded 
to the Turkish warnings and 
informed them that they 
were Russians, the shooting 
wouldn’t have occurred 
either. 

In Moscow, Russian air 
force chief, Col.-Gen. Vik¬ 
tor Bondarev, reaffirmed 
Friday that Turkey hadn’t 
issued any warnings on a 


previously agreed radio 
frequency before downing 
the plane. Fie insisted that 
the Russian Su-24 bomber 
hadn’t veered into Turkey's 
airspace, and also claimed 
that the Turkish F-16 fighter 
jet flew into Syria’s airspace 
for 40 seconds to down the 
Russian plane. The tug- 
of-war between the two 
countries has been driven 
by a clash of their leaders' 
personal ambitions. Putin 
and Erdogan have been 
frequently compared to 
each other. Both are pop¬ 
ulist leaders who frequently 
crack down on critics and 
often revert to anti-West¬ 
ern rhetoric. □ 
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EU turns to Turkey to help manage its migration woes

BRUSSELS (AP) — Five 
years ago, Libyan dicta¬ 
tor Moammar Gadhafi 
warned that millions of Af¬ 
ricans wanted to come 
to the European Union 
and offered to make the 
continent's immigration 
problem disappear in ex¬ 
change for billions of euros. 
Despite Libyan rights abus¬ 
es, Europe listened, and 
Italy signed a deal with the 
Gadhafi regime. 

At a high-profile summit in 
Brussels Sunday, Europe’s 
leaders will offer Turkey 3 
billion euros ($3.2 billion), 
an easing of visa restric¬ 
tions and the fast-tracking 
of its EU membership pro¬ 
cess. 

In exchange, Ankara is to 
tighten border security and 


take back some migrants 
who don’t qualify for asy¬ 
lum in Europe. EU money 
will help build centers to 
hold them. 

The Europeans hope Turk¬ 
ish President Recep Tayyip 
Erdogan — who will not at¬ 
tend the summit — can be 
their savior, yet disturbing 
questions remain over Tur¬ 
key’s human rights record. 
“He’s king of playing hard¬ 
ball. He’s a smart guy, 
he knows how to act, he 
knows what to say in order 
to achieve benefits,” said 
Amanda Paul, a senior 
analyst at the European 
Policy Centre think-tank. 
According to the Inter¬ 
national Organization for 
Migration, almost 900,000 
people have entered Eu¬ 
rope this year seeking 
sanctuary or jobs. More

than 600,000 have entered 
through Greece, many af¬ 
ter making the short sea 
crossing from Turkey. 
Though the distance is 
short, the crossing is dan¬ 
gerous. On Friday, six chil¬ 
dren drowned in the two 
separate accidents. In one 
case, two sisters, aged 4 
and 1, drowned when a 
wooden boat capsized in 
bad weather near the Turk¬ 
ish resort of Bodrum. Hours 
later, four Afghan children 
drowned when their boat 
sank further north off the 
town of Ayvacik, a main 
crossing point for migrants 


trying to reach the island of 
Lesbos. 

So Turkey has become an 
indispensable actor as the 
refugee emergency leads 
some European nations to 
shut down borders, crack 
down on security or erect 
razor-wire fences. 

Many fear the future of Eu¬ 
rope’s 26-nation passport- 
free Schengen travel area, 
indeed the very project of 
European unity, is in jeop¬ 
ardy. 

“We have to try to co¬ 
operate with Turkey be¬ 
cause, in fact, we have no 
other options,” European 


Council President Donald 
Tusk told EU lawmakers 
last month. An unpalat¬ 
able truth is that the EU is 
well aware of Turkey’s hu¬ 
man rights failings — just 
as it was of Libya's — yet it 
again appears ready to set 
values aside in a quest to 
resolve its refugee crisis. 

In a recent membership 
progress report, the EU crit¬ 
icized Ankara’s interfer¬ 
ence in its justice system 
and Turkish government 
pressure on the media. Just

Greece near deal on next slice of bailout aid 


BRUSSELS (AP) — Greece 
and its creditors are close 
to sealing a deal on con¬ 
ditions that Athens must 
respect to obtain the next 
slice of rescue money. 

The country has already re¬ 
ceived this week approval 
for a 2 billion euro loan, 
and is negotiating on more 
economic measures need¬ 


ed to get another 1 billion 
euros. 

European Commission 
spokeswoman Mina An¬ 
dreeva said Friday the sides 
have “agreed broadly the 
second set of milestones.” 
She said that when the de¬ 
tails are ironed out “this of 
course would unlock the 
disbursement of the final 


one billion euros still avail¬ 
able." That would also al¬ 
low for an important review 
of Greece’s handling of its 
austerity program, which is 
required to secure interna¬ 
tional credit. 

Andreeva said the imple¬ 
mentation of pension re¬ 
forms “is a key part of the 
first review. "□

Pope arrives in Uganda, calls Africa ‘continent of hope’

KAMPALA, Uganda (AP) 
— Pope Francis arrived in 
Uganda on Friday on the 
second leg of his Africa pil¬ 
grimage, declaring Africa 
the “continent of hope" 
and honoring Uganda's 
most famous Christians. 
Francis arrived from Kenya 
at Entebbe International 
Airport, where Ugandan 
President Yoweri Museveni 
welcomed him along with 
a military brass band and 
traditional drummers and 
dancers gyrating their hips. 
Francis, who is also sched¬ 
uled to visit Central Afri¬ 
can Republic, is in Uganda 
mainly to honor the mem¬ 
ory of a group of Ugandan 
Christians who were killed in 
the late 19th century on the 
orders of a local king eager 
to thwart the growing influ¬ 
ence of Christianity. 

Those victims, known as the 
Uganda Martyrs, include 45 
Anglicans and Catholics 
killed between 1885 and 


1887. Pope Paul VI canon¬ 
ized the 22 Ugandan Cath¬ 
olics in 1964. 

“They remind us of the im¬ 
portance that faith, moral 
rectitude and commitment 
to the common good have 
played, and continue to 
play, in the cultural, eco¬ 
nomic and political life of 
this country," Francis told 
Museveni and other Ugan¬ 
dan authorities and diplo¬ 
mats at a welcome cer¬ 
emony at the state house. 
In an unusual break with 
papal trip protocol, Musev¬ 
eni didn’t offer welcoming 
remarks. 

Later Friday, a remarkably 
enthusiastic crowd, com¬ 
plete with more traditional 
dancers and shrieking faith¬ 
ful, greeted Francis as he 
arrived at a shrine honor¬ 
ing the martyrs in Munyo- 
nyo, where they were con¬ 
demned to death. 

Francis said their witness 
helped Christianity grown 
in Uganda, and that the 
king's plot to “wipe out 
the followers of Christ” had 


failed. 

Francis arrived in Kampala 
after a busy final day in Ke¬ 
nya that was highlighted 
by his visit to one of the 
capital’s 11 slums and a 
spontaneous, off-the-cuff 
monologue to thousands 


of Kenyan youths about 
preventing young people 
from falling prey to cor¬ 
ruption and radicalization 
to go fight with extremist 
groups. 

In the Kangemi shanty, 
Francis denounced con¬ 


ditions slum-dwellers are 
forced to live in, saying ac¬ 
cess to safe water is a ba¬ 
sic human right and that 
everyone should have 
dignified, adequate hous¬ 
ing, access to sanitation, 
schools and hospitals.^ 
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Hundreds gather in Cuba in frustration at Ecuador visa rule

HAVANA (AP) — Hundreds 
of angry Cubans confront¬ 
ed police and Ecuadoran 
embassy officials in an un¬ 
usual display of public dis¬ 
content on Friday after the 
surprise announcement 
of a new visa requirement 
aimed at choking off this 
year's historic overland 
emigration of Cubans 
across more than 3,000 
miles (5,000 kilometers) of 
South and Central Amer¬ 
ica to the U.S. border with 
Mexico. 

Chanting “Visa! Visa!” 
as dozens of uniformed 
and plainclothes security 
agents looked on, Cubans 
with tickets booked for 
Ecuador in coming days 
complained that they 
would lose years of savings 
because of the change 
announced by the Ecua¬ 
doran government Thurs¬ 
day evening, which left 
them less than two business 
days to get their hands on 
a visa. Deputy Foreign Min¬ 
ister Xavier Lasso said Ec¬ 
uador would require visas 
of Cubans starting Dec. 
1 in order to curb migra¬ 
tion that he said “puts at 
risk men, women and chil¬ 
dren." Ecuador had been 
one of the few countries 
in the hemisphere that 
doesn't require visas for 
Cuban visitors, making it 
the chief starting point for 
tens of thousands of Cu¬ 
bans who have flown there 
this year and then made 
an overland trek across 
seven borders to reach the 
U.S., where they receive 
automatic legal residency. 
The flow has surged in 2015 
due largely to fears that 
the detente between the 
U.S. and Cuba announced 
last Dec. 17 would lead to 
the end of special Cold 


War-era privileges for Cu¬ 
ban migrants. 

Two leftist Latin American 
countries allied with Cuba 
have begun to crack down 
on the northbound flood. 
Nicaragua closed its south¬ 
ern border to Cuban mi¬ 
grants this month, leaving 
more than 2,000 stranded 
inside northern Costa Rica. 
Ecuador, another Cuban 
ally, said Thursday that it 
was committed to what it 
called efforts by the Latin 
American community to 
prevent migration without 
authorization. 

Cubans who learned that 
they would suddenly need 
visas for flights as early as 
Tuesday massed in front 
of the Ecuadoran embas¬ 
sy early Friday as security 
agents closed off the sur¬ 
rounding streets with yel¬ 
low police tape. 

Street gatherings that 
aren’t explicitly pro-gov¬ 
ernment are extremely rare 
in Cuba and the crowd in 
front of the Ecuadoran em¬ 
bassy on Friday expressed 
a degree of anger at Presi¬ 
dent Raul Castro’s govern¬ 
ment that is rarely seen in 
public. “This is Raul Cas¬ 
tro's fault, nobody else’s," 
said one member of the 
crowd, as security agents 
and members of the inter¬ 
national media recorded 
the events. “I’m desper¬ 
ate,” said Carmen Lopez, 
a 62-year-old homemaker 
who spent $800 on a ticket 
for a Wednesday flight to 
visit her two sons in Ecuador. 
“I've made a lot of sacrific¬ 
es to save my money to be 
able to go see them.” Ec¬ 
uadoran embassy officials 
outraged the crowd when 
they announced through a 
loudspeaker than Cubans 
traveling next week would 
have to apply online for 
tourists visas. □

Gut wins 
giant slalom 
as Shiffrin

ASPEN, Colo. (AP) — Mi- 

kaela Shiffrin was just a few 
turns from winning a World 
Cup race at home for the 
first time. 

Shiffrin sensed victory. The 
crowd sensed victory. Even 
her competitors were basi¬ 
cally resigned to her vic¬ 
tory. 

And then she caught an 
edge and went down with 
the finish line in sight and a 
big lead, giving Lara Gut 
of Switzerland a stunning 
giant slalom win Friday. 

As Shiffrin buried her face 
in the snow. Gut watched 
in disbelief. She has been in 
that position plenty of times 
and knows the feeling. 

“It’s unusual that Mikaela 
does mistakes like that,” 
said Gut, who captured 
her 13th World Cup win. 
“But that’s part of the 
game. 

One day you win, one day 
you crash. For me, it's bet¬ 
ter to win one day and 
crash the other day than 
be in 25th twice.” 

Gut completed the course 
in a two-run combined 
time of 2 minutes, 2.51 sec¬ 
onds, edging Austria’s Eva- 
Maria Brem by 0.10 sec¬ 
onds. Federica Brignone of 
Italy took third. 

This was a rough day for 
the U.S. all around. Lindsey 
Vonn lost her left ski during 
the first run and slid into the 
netting. 

“Tough course,” Gut said. 
“There are never two gates 
that are easy to ski. You 
have to push hard from the 
top to the finish." 

Shiffrin was the first-run 
leader and was cruising to¬ 
ward a win.

Right before third-to-last 
gate, she even began to 
think about what a vic¬ 
tory on home snow might 
mean. 

Right after, she fell, and 
failed to finish. 

“You should never, ever 
think that because im¬ 
mediately something bad 
will happen,” said Shif- 
frin, whose 15 World Cup 
victories have all come in 
Europe. “That was kind of 
heartbreaking. 

“That’s one of those things 
that I feel is an inexcusable 
mistake, for somebody 
who’s able to win and is 
going for it. At the same 
time, it's a good lesson.” 

No American has won a 
World Cup race in Aspen 
since Tamara McKinney in 
1981. 

Vonn, returning from a bro¬ 
ken left ankle, was tenta¬ 
tive out of the start gate. 
But the 31 -year-old was be¬ 
ginning to find her rhythm 
when her ski popped off. 


She was not hurt, calling 
the wipeout “super annoy¬ 
ing.”

“It wasn't even really 
bumpy," Vonn added. 
“I’m kind of perplexed how 


that actually happened. 
It’s never happened to me 
in a race before. To have 
it happen in Aspen is defi¬ 
nitely disappointing.” 

Brem was the defending 
champion in the event, 
but was in eighth after the 
first run. She had the fastest 
time on the final pass. 

Her performance definitely 
helps the Austrian cause, 
with Anna Fenninger side¬ 
lined by a knee injury and 
Nicole Hosp recently retir¬ 
ing. No added pressure, 
though. 

“I always try to just reach 
my goals and not to think 
about or not listen to what 
others want me to ski like,” 
Brem said. “I let go in the 
second run and you saw 
what is possible.” 

Brignone followed up a GS 
win in Soelden, Austria, last 
month to start the season 
with another podium finish. 
Then again, she's typically 
quick at Aspen. She fin¬ 
ished third in the GS on this 
hill last season. 

On hand to watch the 
competition in Aspen was 
McKinney, who would love 


to see the overall race boil 
down to Shiffrin and Vonn. 
It just may, with Fenninger 
out and Tina Maze taking 
a hiatus. Although, Gut 
proved she figures to be in 
the mix as well. 

“It would be fantastic for 
U.S. skiing and hopefully 
people would be paying 
attention,” said McKinney, 
who’s coaching and selling 
real estate in Squaw Val¬ 
ley, California. “The great 
thing that Lindsey and Mi- 
kaela have brought to vis¬ 
ibility is there’s always work 
involved. But they have 
made working hard look 
cool." There are two more 
slalom races this weekend. 
That’s the specialty of Shif¬ 
frin, who’s the reigning 
Olympic and world slalom 
champion. 

“I’m really excited to start 
the slalom season, see how 
I stack up,” Shiffrin said. 
“Take the same tactics as 
today — my mentality was 
good and I was going for it. 
There's a lot to take away 
from the day. Just have to 
make sure I stay smart to 
the finish.”□

ST. PAUL, Minn. (AP) — Ear¬ 
ly in the first period of his 
NHL debut, Winnipeg Jets 
goalie Connor Hellebuyck 
stopped a wrist shot from 
Minnesota’s Charlie Coyle. 
Making that first save 
calmed Hellebuyck’s 
nerves, and he didn’t have 
much reason to stress af¬ 
ter. He only faced 14 more 
shots. Dustin Byfuglien had 
a goal and an assist, Helle¬ 
buyck made 14 saves and 
the Jets spoiled winger 
Zach Parise's return from a 
knee injury by beating the 
Wild 3-1 on Friday. 

“I think anyone playing 
their first game is hyped 
up on adrenaline, so I was 
focused,” Hellebuyck said. 
“The team was playing re¬ 
ally good in front of me 
and that's all you can ask 
for." 

Mathieu Perreault added 
his second goal in two 
games and Nikolaj Ehlers’ 
goal late in the third put 
the game away. 

The Jets won on the road 
for the first time in their last 
seven tries and for just the 


third time in their last 11 
games overall. 

“A lot of things have been 
going wrong around here, 
and we needed some way 
to get back to our game 
plan," Byfuglien said. “New 
blood in the pipes never 
hurts, and the kid played 
great.” 

Ryan Carter scored for 
Minnesota, finally getting 
a shot past Hellebuyck 
that made it 2-1 midway 
through the third period. 
Hellebuyck was college 
hockey’s top goalie in 
2013-14 at UMass Lowell 
and the goaltender on 
the U.S. team that won a 
bronze medal in the 2015 
world championships. 
Minnesota finished with a 
season-low 15 shots, which 
was also a season low in 
shots allowed for the Jets. 
“Tough to play when you 
feel like you're chasing the 
puck all game," said Parise, 
who added that his knee 
felt fine. “Tough to make 
plays, tough to make shots 
when you feel like you nev¬ 
er have the puck.” 

Wild fans at the Xcel En¬ 
ergy Center let out a roar 


when it was announced 
before the game that 
Parise would start, but his 
return failed to spark Min¬ 
nesota. 

After Jason Zucker was 
whistled for an elbowing 
penalty behind the net, 
Perreault took a pass from 
Byfuglien and zipped it 
past Devan Dubnyk to give 
Winnipeg a 1-0 lead with 
3:34 left in the second pe¬ 
riod. Byfuglien made it 2-0 
early in the third when his 
odd-angle shot hit Dubnyk 
in the back of the skate 
and went in for his seventh 
goal. “It's just one of those 
bounces. It got in some¬ 
how,” Byfuglien said. 
Carter’s goal bounced off 
of Winnipeg defenseman 
Mark Stuart and past Hel¬ 
lebuyck to give Minnesota 
some momentum. 

The rookie bounced back 
quickly and stopped a big 
shot from Jason Pominville 
with 3:11 to play. 

“It felt great," said Helle¬ 
buyck, who was told by 
coach Paul Maurice on 
Thursday afternoon that 
he’d be starting. “I think the 
team played really well in 



front of me and blocked a 
lot of shots, and it showed 
out there.” 

Just 11 seconds later, Ehlers 
got loose on a breakaway 
and put the game away. 
Winnipeg’s defense en¬ 
tered ranked 29th in goals 
allowed but had little prob¬ 
lem preventing Minnesota 
from generating quality 
scoring chances. 

The Wild have just one win 
in their last six games. Parise 
was Minnesota's leading 


scorer when he sprained a 
knee ligament on Nov. 5. 

“I look at the first part of 
the season and I think our 
record was a little mislead¬ 
ing. I think there were a lot 
of inconsistencies in our 
game,” Wild coach Mike 
Yeo said. “What happens 
is I think we're playing the 
same game that we were 
at the start of the year, but 
the league gets better. So 
right now we're not getting 
away with those things."□

Tom Brady versus Brock Os- 
weiler just doesn’t have the 
same NFL Hall of Fame ring 
to it. 

Still, when Brady leads his 
undefeated New England 
Patriots into Denver on Sun¬ 
day, the game will have 
plenty of significance. And 
no one should write off the 
Broncos’ chances, even 
with the untested Oswei- 
ler substituting for Peyton 
Manning. 

Osweiler’s first NFL start was 
a victory at Chicago last 
week. Manning is mending 
a variety of ailments, and 
will probably miss another 
two weeks. 

Brady says he will miss 
matching up with his long¬ 
time rival quarterback. But 
he’ll likely miss not having 
some key parts on offense, 
particularly injured wide re¬ 
ceiver Julian Edelman, who 
is out, and receiver Danny 
Amendola, who is unlikely 
to play. 

“There's nobody that has 
more respect for Peyton 
than me, outside of prob¬ 
ably his parents, his broth¬ 
er,” Brady says. “If anybody 
can appreciate what Pey¬ 
ton has accomplished, it's 
me.” 

Brady has won five of his last 
six games against Denver, 
passing for 17 touchdowns 
and two interceptions. 
Brady is four touchdown 
passes from surpassing Dan 
Marino for third on the all¬ 


time list with 421. 

The stats don’t faze the 
Broncos. Osweiler's abil¬ 
ity to run coach Gary Ku- 
biak’s trademark bootlegs 
and rollouts, the addition 
of bruising blocker Richard 
Gordon, and the increas¬ 
ingly bigger role played by 
the tight ends, have given 
the Broncos a more diver¬ 
sified offense than just two 
weeks ago. 

Two more teams to watch 
in Week 12 meet in Seattle, 
where the Pittsburgh Steel- 
ers visit. They are 3-0 against 
the NFC West this season, 
and Ben Roethlisberger is 
3-0 in his career against 
the Seahawks, including 


a Super Bowl win. He was 
forced into emergency 
action when Landry Jones 
went down two weeks ago 
against Cleveland, and 
performed impressively on 
a dicey ankle. 

He has plenty of offensive 
help in receivers Antonio 
Brown and Martavis Bryant, 
and running back DeAnge- 
lo Hall, subbing well for the 
injured Le’Veon Bell. 

Seattle seems to have dis¬ 
covered a new star at run¬ 
ning back, Thomas Rawls. 
With Marshawn Lynch out 
last weekend, Rawls rushed 
for 209 yards against the 
San Francisco 49ers, the 
second-best game in fran¬ 


chise history. 

The Seahawks have rushed 
for 100 yards as a team in 
21 straight games. 

“He’s done very well and 
been consistent,” Se¬ 
ahawks coach Pete Car- 
roll says of Rawls. “When¬ 
ever he's been given a 
real good shot, he's come 
through in a big way." 

The 49ers have another di¬ 
visional game, this time at 
home against the Arizona 
Cardinals. Arizona annihi¬ 
lated the 49ers 47-7 in Sep¬ 
tember. The Cardinals are 
just as good and the 49ers 
have nose-dived even 
more. 


The Cardinals have won 
four in a row to take hold 
of the NFC West, but they 
haven’t won in San Fran¬ 
cisco in seven years. Their 
balanced offense, with a 
revitalized Chris Johnson 
running the ball, Carson 
Palmer connecting with 
Larry Fitzgerald and John 
Brown, will severely test the 
49ers. 

Niners linebacker NaVorro 
Bowman likes the sight of 
Arizona. Bowman, who 
leads the NFC with 97 tack¬ 
les in a comeback season 
from knee surgery, has 25 
tackles, one sack, one in¬ 
terception, one forced 
fumble, and two fumble 
recoveries in his last three 
meetings with the Cardi¬ 
nals. 

The action began with the 
traditional Thanksgiving 
Thursday games. 

Carolina remained unbeat¬ 
en and sent Dallas quar¬ 
terback Tony Romo to the 
sidelines with another left 
collarbone injury. The Pan¬ 
thers stretched their NFL- 
best winning streak to 15 
regular-season games with 
a 33-14 victory over Dallas. 
Green Bay was stunned 17- 
13 by the Chicago Bears, 
who held off the Packers 
on fourth-and-goal from 
the 8 with 22 seconds left. 
And Detroit kept its revival 
going with a 45-14 rout 
of Philadelphia. The Lions 
have won three straight, 
and the Eagles are on a 
three-game losing streak.Q 


Romo out for year after 2nd 
collarbone injury of season

ARLINGTON, Texas (AP) - 

Tony Romo knew he was 
risking another left col¬ 
larbone injury by coming 
back eight weeks after 
breaking it. 

The Dallas quarterback 
won’t have to worry about 
another return. He’s out for 
the season this time. 
Cowboys owner and gen¬ 
eral manager Jerry Jones 
said on his radio show Fri¬ 
day that Romo would sit out 
the remaining five games 
with a small fracture in the 


same collarbone that had 
already sidelined him for 
seven games. 

Romo will not need surgery 
after getting hurt in the third 
quarter of Thursday's 33-14 
loss to Carolina. He didn't 
need surgery after break¬ 
ing the collarbone in Week 
2 at Philadelphia, either. 

It's the third fracture in Ro¬ 
mo’s non-throwing shoul¬ 
der in his nine-year career 
as the Dallas starter. He 
missed most of 2010 after 
getting hurt against the 
New York Giants. 

“The hard part is playing 


when you’re trying not 
to get hurt, which is silly,” 
Romo said after he threw 
three interceptions and 
Carolina returned two of 
them for touchdowns be¬ 
fore the injury. “I'm disap¬ 
pointed in costing our team 
a good chance to stay in 
the game early. Then on 
top of it, who knows how 
long after that. It’s just a 
disappointing day.” 

Romo was in his second 
game back after the Cow¬ 
boys (3-8) lost seven straight 
without him. The skid end¬ 
ed in his return at Miami, 


and the Carolina loss was 
his first of the season. 

“We felt that the risk was 
worth the potential of hav¬ 


ing him be the impact he 
can be and he is on our 
team,” Jones said on his 
radio show. □

Pelican Adventures ft 
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Tyson Fury slightly heavier than Klitschko ahead of title bout

ESSEN, Germany (AP) — 

No antics, no singing, no 
goading, and no boastful 
declarations. 

Tyson Fury’s respectful de¬ 
meanor at the weigh-in 
for his much-anticipated 
heavyweight bout against 
Wladimir Klitschko on Sat¬ 
urday suggested he was 
now concentrating solely 
on the task at hand. 

After a buildup dominated 
by humor - Fury dressed up 
as Batman, sung to Klitsch¬ 
ko, and complimented 
him on his scent, while also 
making wild boasts of end¬ 
ing his rival’s long heavy¬ 
weight reign - the British 
fighter stuck to the script 
on Friday, maintaining his 
silence during the obliga¬ 
tory staredown that ended 
with a handshake. 

Fury will hold a slight weight 
advantage when he takes 
on Klitschko for his WBA, IBF 
and minor WBO and IBO 
belts, at a 55,000-seat soc¬ 
cer stadium in Duesseldorf. 
The undefeated British 
fighter (24 wins, 18 KOs) 
weighed in at 112 kilo¬ 
grams (247 pounds), while 
Klitschko came in at 111.5 
kilos (246 pounds). 

The 2.09-meter (6-foot-9) 
Fury had been expected 
to weigh more. Both fight¬ 
ers' relative low weights 
suggest they are going for 
speed, and will do their 
best to end the fight pre¬ 
maturely.

IAAF clears Radcliffe, defends its blood testing

LONDON (AP) — The IAAF 
cleared marathon world 
record-holder Paula Rad¬ 
cliffe of doping allegations 
on Friday and rejected 


claims that it failed to act 
on hundreds of suspicious 
blood tests, saying the ac¬ 
cusations lacked “any sci¬ 
entific or legal basis.” 

Track and field’s govern¬ 
ing body issued a 38-page 


response to allegations by 
British and German media 
outlets that it had ignored 
and tolerated rampant 
blood doping in the sport. 
“The IAAF is not compla¬ 
cent about doping in 
its sport,” the federation 
said. “It will continue to use 
every tool at its disposal to 
fight doping and protect 
clean athletes.” 

The statement was re¬ 
leased a few days before 
IAAF President Sebastian 
Coe faces a British parlia¬ 
mentary hearing into the 
doping allegations made 
by The Sunday Times news¬ 
paper and German broad¬ 
caster ARD. 

Already reeling from rev¬ 
elations of government- 
backed doping in Russia 
and criminal corruption 
charges against former 
president Lamine Diack, 


the International Associa¬ 
tion of Athletics Federa¬ 
tions said it had a duty to 
set the record straight on 
the blood doping issue. 
“The IAAF cannot sit idly by 
while public confidence in 
its willingness to protect the 
integrity of its sport is under¬ 
mined by allegations of in¬ 
action/incompetence that 
are based on bad scien¬ 
tific and legal argument,” 
it said. 

The IAAF singled out the 
case of Radcliffe, saying 
the three-time London Mar¬ 
athon winner was publicly 
accused of doping “based 
on the gross misinterpreta¬ 
tion of raw and incomplete 
data.” 

Elevated blood value read¬ 
ings in some of Radcliffe’s 
tests had “clearly plau¬ 
sible" explanations that 
were “entirely innocent,”

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Growth _ but not expansion _ in U.S. internet gambling market

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. (AP) - 

Internet gambling is slowly 
growing - but not expand¬ 
ing - after 2 1/2 years of 
online betting in the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

Online gambling revenue 
is increasing in at least two 
of the three states that 
currently offer it - New Jer¬ 
sey and Delaware. The 
third, Nevada, doesn't 
report Internet revenue 
separately. 

But a hoped-for wave of 
expansion has not hap¬ 
pened as many states sit 
on the sidelines and as¬ 
sess the costs and benefits 
of the nascent industry. 
“Internet gambling reve¬ 
nue in Delaware, Nevada 
and New Jersey badly 
missed initial forecasts, 
which themselves were 
overly aggressive,” said 
Chris Krafcik, research di¬ 
rector for Gambling Com¬ 
pliance, which tracks 
gambling legislation na¬ 
tionwide. 

New Jersey Gov. Chris 
Christie's administration, 
for example, had initially 
estimated Internet gam¬ 
bling would bring in $1 
billion in its first year. It did 
about 12 percent of that. 
“The negative P.R. that 
resulted, fair or not, really 
took the wind out of the 
expansionary sails,” Kraf¬ 
cik said. 

San Francisco-based 
Gambling Compliance 
predicts either California 
or Pennsylvania will ap¬ 
prove Internet gambling 
next year, followed by 
New York and Mississippi in 
subsequent years. In 2016, 
the group projects, nine 
states will consider legal¬ 
izing it, though not neces¬ 
sarily act to approve it. 
The industry still faces some 
nagging issues, as well as 
looming threats - includ¬ 
ing an effort in Congress 
to ban Internet gambling 
nationwide. The Restora¬ 
tion of America's Wire Act 
has been introduced in 
both chambers this year, 
backed by billionaire ca¬ 
sino mogul Sheldon Adel- 
son, and could come up 
for a hearing next month. 
New Jersey began offer¬ 
ing Internet gambling on 


Nov. 25, 2013, and took 
in $122 million in its first 
full year. Over the first 
10 months of this year, 
the Atlantic City casinos 
have already equaled 
that total, with their In¬ 
ternet gambling revenue 
up 17.6 percent from the 
same period last year. 
Delaware won $1.4 mil¬ 
lion in fiscal year 2014; 


$1.8 million in 2015, and 
$500,000 so far this fiscal 
year, which runs from July 
through June. 

Nevada stopped report¬ 
ing Internet gambling rev¬ 
enue as a separate item 
at the end of 2014. Online 
poker, the only brand of 
online gambling Nevada 
offers, is jusf a drop in fhe 
bucket of the state's $11 
billion gambling market. 
Online poker is the most 
popular form of Infernet 
gambling, although the 
small number of states 
offering it has kept prize 
pools low. New Jersey 


has sought to partner with 
other states that might 
legalize it to offer larger, 
joint prize pools. 

PokerS tars, the world's 
largest Internet poker site, 
will begin operating in 
New Jersey in the first half 
of 2016, and many indus¬ 
try executives expect it to 
grow the market, though 
how much remains to be 


seen. In March, Morgan 
Stanley cut its estimate 
of the potential U.S. Inter¬ 
net gambling market by 
nearly half, pegging it at 
$2.7 billion by 2020, down 
from an initial estimate of 
$5 billion. 

At first, one of the main 
impediments to people 
getting online to gamble 
was funding their ac¬ 
counts. Many credit cards 
wary of running afoul of a 
law banning banks from 
funding illegal Internet 
bets were reluctant to 
process transactions, but 
that has changed. New 


Jersey says MasterCard is 
approving 70 percent of 
attempted Internet gam¬ 
bling transactions in the 
state, while Visa is at 62 
percent. PayPal also re¬ 
cently agreed to partici¬ 
pate. 

From a legal and con¬ 
sumer protection stand¬ 
point, Internet gambling 
has proven to be reliable 


and transparent, said Da¬ 
vid Rebuck, New Jersey's 
top gambling regulator. 
Technology to ensure a 
player is actually within 
the state's borders have 
reduced false rejections 
- initially a problem - to a 
negligible issue. And it's 
keeping most outsiders 
from gambling illegally: 
only two people were 
found to have success¬ 
fully placed bets from 
outside New Jersey since 
2013, Rebuck said. Of¬ 
ficials confiscated the 
money in their accounts, 
totaling about $1,000. 


In New Jersey, Internet 
gambling was seen as a 
lifeline to Atlantic City's 
struggling casinos. Less 
than a year after it be¬ 
gan, four of its 12 casinos 
went out of business. But 
for those that remain, In¬ 
ternet gambling often 
makes the difference be¬ 
tween an up or a down 
month. 


“The market was smaller 
than a lot of people pre¬ 
dicted, but the market 
is growing pretty nicely 
now,” said Tom Ballance, 
president of the Borgata, 
Atlantic City's top casino 
and its leading online win¬ 
ner. 

Internet gambling has 
generated $6 million in 
earnings for the Borgata 
over the first three quar¬ 
ters of this year, Ballance 
said. 

"In Atlantic City, $6 mil¬ 
lion in profit is not easy to 
come by,” he said. “We'll 
take that anytime.”□

South Korea: VW 
rigged emissions in 
125,000 vehicles

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — 

South Korea said this week 
it fined Volkswagen $12.3 
million and ordered recalls 
of 125,522 diesel vehicles 
after the government 
found their emissions tests 
were rigged. 

Hong Dong Gon, a direc¬ 
tor at the Ministry of En¬ 
vironment, said in a live 
television broadcast that 
the ministry will continue 
investigating 30,000 other 
Volkswagen diesel cars for 
which it did not find evi¬ 
dence of emissions cheat¬ 
ing. 

South Korea’s government 
launched investigations 
last month after the Ger¬ 
man automaker admit¬ 
ted that it rigged U.S. tests 
so it would appear that its 
diesel-powered cars were 
emitting fewer nifrogen ox¬ 
ides, which can contribufe 
fo ozone buildup and re¬ 
spiratory illness. 

The global scope of the 
scandal has put Volkswa¬ 
gen under intense financial 
pressure. The automaker 
said last week it will cut 
spending by 1 billion euros 
($1.07 billion) next year. It 
has already set aside 6.7 
billion euros ($7.4 billion) to 
cover the costs of recall¬ 
ing vehicles but experts 
say the total cost including 
fines could be much more. 
The South Korean ministry 
found that emissions from 
Tiguan diesel vehicles using 
EA189 engines breached 
standards when the car 
was not under the usual 
test conditions, such as 
when the air conditioner 
was on or when the car 
accelerated. 

Volkswagen was ordered 
to recall 125,522 diesel ve¬ 
hicles equipped with the 
same EA189 engines sold in 
South Korea between 2008 
and 2015. The recall cov¬ 
ers 15 models, including 
the Tiguan, which was the 
top-selling imported car in 
South Korea last year. 

The ministry will continue 
investigating other cars us¬ 
ing more recent EA288 en¬ 
gines that say they meet 
emissions standards known 
as “Euro-5” and “Euro-6.”□

It will likely include one¬ 
time subsidies of 30,000 yen 
($245) for cash-strapped 
pensioners. Suga said it 
also will include provisions 
to help farmers improve 
their competitiveness as 
the Japan opens its mar¬ 
kets further as part of a Pa¬ 
cific Rim trade agreement, 
the Trans-Pacific Partner¬ 


ship. 

Suga said the measures 
are part of broader plan 
announced by Abe to in¬ 
crease Japan's gross do¬ 
mestic product to 600 tril¬ 
lion yen ($4.9 trillion) by 
2020. 

The extra spending aimed 
at farmers and seniors, bas¬ 
tions of support for Abe's 
Liberal Democratic Party, 
also will likely find favor 
among voters ahead of an 
election next summer 
Japan slipped into a mild 
recession in the spring.

“Abenomics” approach, 
which has relied heavily 
on pumping cash into the 
economy, hinges on get¬ 
ting consumers and com¬ 
panies to spend more and 
thus boost demand. 


So far, short-handed em¬ 
ployers have resorted to 
use of overtime and hiring 
more temporary workers, 
seeking to avoid increases 
in base wages that would 
be difficult to reverse if 


the economy takes a turn 
for the worse. Household 
spending fell 2.4 percent 
in October from the year 
before, and average in¬ 
comes fell 0.9 percent, Fri¬ 
day's data showed.Q 


Swiss court convicts ex-HSBC employee for leaking data

GENEVA (AP) — A Swiss 
court has convicted in ab¬ 
sentia a former employee 
with international bank 
HSBC for economic espio¬ 
nage and sentenced him 
to five years in prison. 
Herve Falciani, 43, was 
on trial for leaking bank 
data that led to a world¬ 
wide wave of tax evasion 
probes against prominent 
clients with accounts in 
Switzerland. 


Falciani, seen by some as 
a crucial whistleblower, 
had refused to travel from 
his native France to ap¬ 
pear before the Swiss Fed¬ 
eral Tribunal in Bellinzona 
in proceedings that be¬ 
gan in October. France 
does not extradite its own 
citizens and Falciani ap¬ 
pears unlikely to serve the 
sentence. 

He was charged with ille¬ 
gally obtaining data, eco¬ 
nomic espionage, breach 
of business confidentiality 


and breach of bank se¬ 
crecy while working at a 
Swiss HSBC subsidiary be¬ 
tween 2006 and 2008. 

The court in the southern 
Swiss town of Bellinzona 
threw out all the charges 
except for one alleging a 
“serious” violation of eco¬ 
nomic intelligence, for 
having made public infor¬ 
mation about private and 
public foreign entities in 
Lebanon, France, Germa¬ 
ny, and Britain, according 
to court documents. 


He was ordered to serve 
five years in prison, mi¬ 
nus 170 days that he had 
served in pre-extradition 
detention in Spain. 
Falciani, reached by Sky- 
pe, said he had "no re¬ 
action” and said he had 
little consideration for the 
trial in Switzerland. He had 
previously insisted that he 
didn't believe he would 
receive a fair trial in Swit¬ 
zerland. He also reaffirmed 
his commitment to rooting 
out illegal banking secre¬ 


cy. 

“There’s no surprise," 
with the verdict, he said. 
“Some people don't ne¬ 
gotiate on the issue of ter¬ 
rorism. I don't negotiate 
with financial opacity.” 
HSBC, which argued that 
he had illegally down¬ 
loaded details from clients 
and accounts, welcomed 
the decision against Fal¬ 
ciani, who worked as an 
information technology 
specialist at HSBC Private 
Bank (Suisse) SA.Q

Art program gives Boston’s 
homeless a place to create

BOSTON (AP) — In an ele¬ 
gant church in one of Bos¬ 
ton’s most chic shopping 
districts, homeless people 
from across the city gather 
once a week to express 
themselves in ways not 
possible when living on the 
streets. 

As winter approaches, at¬ 
tendance at Common Art 
increases, and as many as 
100 homeless and low-in- 
come people paint, draw, 
knit, sew, make jewelry or 
engage in other crafts that 
allow them to boost their 
self-esteem and make a 
little cash. 

Chris Haubrich started 
coming to Common Art 
about 10 years ago when 
he was homeless and 
still comes regularly even 
though he now has an 
apartment. 

“This is the place that saved 
me,” Haubrich said, dab¬ 
bing at a colorful painting 


of a parrot. “This is my safe¬ 
ty net.” 

“I was a kid who grew up 
being told I couldn't do 
anything,” he said. “I had 
no patience, and this has 
brought out my patience, 
given me focus.” 

Common Art was founded 
in 1996 when a homeless 
person told a local pastor 
that he wanted a place to 
be creative, said Amanda 
Grant-Rose, executive di¬ 
rector of Common Cathe¬ 
dral, the nondenomina- 
tional ministry that over¬ 
sees the program. 

“This is an opportunity to 
escape from their day," 
she said. “This is an oppor¬ 
tunity for self-expression, 
and it’s an opportunity for 
income.” The art is sold on 
the sidewalk outside the 
church, and every Sunday 
some participants travel to 
Boston-area churches to 
sell their work. Pieces can 
go for a few dollars to $50 
or more. □

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South Africa moves closer to legal trade in rhino horns

JOHANNESBURG (AP) — 

A South African court on 
Thursday opened the way 
to allowing local trade 
in rhino horns, alarming 
some conservationists 
who warned the ruling 
leaves rhinos even more 
vulnerable to poach¬ 
ers who are slaughtering 
them in record numbers. 
South Africa’s environ¬ 
ment ministry said it will 
appeal a judge's deci¬ 
sion in Pretoria to rescind 
a nearly 7-year-old mor¬ 
atorium on the domes¬ 
tic trade in rhino horns, 
meaning the ban is likely 
to stay in place pending 
the outcome of that ap¬ 
peal. 

The ruling by Judge Fran¬ 
cis Legodi in the North 
Gauteng High Court in 
Pretoria stirred an often 
acrimonious debate be¬ 
tween those who say le¬ 
galization will spur poach¬ 
ing in South Africa, and 
rhino breeders and others 
who believe a regulated 
trade that allows the sale 
of horn stockpiles and the 
harvesting of horns from 
living rhinos will undercut 
poaching. 

Legodi said the South Af¬ 
rican government had 
failed to properly consult 
the public before impos¬ 
ing the moratorium in 2009 
and also questioned its ef¬ 
fectiveness, noting that 
rhino poaching surged 
to record levels after the 
ban. "What disastrous 
implications would be 
brought about by the im¬ 
mediate lifting of the mor¬ 
atorium? I cannot think of 
any," Legodi said in a 39- 
page ruling. He cited sta¬ 
tistics showing the number 
of rhinos poached in 2008, 
before the ban, was just 


below 100, compared to 
about 1,200 last year. 

Also Thursday, the envi¬ 
ronment ministry reported 
the arrests of 12 people, 
including three police of¬ 
ficers, for alleged rhino 
poaching. 

South Africa is home to an 
estimated 22,000 rhinos, 
more than 80 per cent of 
the global rhino popula¬ 
tion. Poaching syndicates 
have increasingly target¬ 
ed rhinos to meet rising 
demand for their horns 
in parts of Asia, particu¬ 
larly Vietnam. Consumers 
believe rhino horn, which 
is ground into powder, 
has medicinal benefits, 
but there is no scientific 
evidence to support the 
belief. The horn is made 
of keratin, a protein also 
found in human finger¬ 


nails. 

Two South African rhino 
owners took the South 
African government to 
court seeking to overturn 
a moratorium on the do¬ 
mestic trade in rhino horn 
imposed in 2009. One of 
them, John Hume, has 
four metric tons (4,000 
kilograms) of legally ob¬ 
tained rhino horn and his 
investment in rhinos and 
their horns is worth tens of 
millions of dollars, accord¬ 
ing to court documents. 
Pelham Jones of the Pri¬ 
vate Rhino Owners Asso¬ 
ciation welcomed Thurs¬ 
day's ruling. He said a reg¬ 
ulated trade would “take 
away a lot of the exclu¬ 
sive status of the prod¬ 
uct” even if it doesn't shut 
down the illegal market 
entirely. He added that 


legal sellers could funnel 
proceeds back into con¬ 
servation. 

“This is not about making 
money," Jones said. “This 
is about trying to save an 
iconic species.” 

Allison Thomson, found¬ 
er of an anti-poaching 
group in South Africa, said 
she was bitterly disap¬ 
pointed by the ruling. 
"South Africa does not 
have a market for rhino 
horn domestically and the 
opening of trade locally 
will only lead to the smug¬ 
gling of rhino horn by 
criminal syndicates into 
the black market in Viet¬ 
nam and China," Thom¬ 
son wrote in an email to 
The Associated Press. 
Another conservation 
group, the International 
Fund for Animal Welfare, 


said the push for a legal 
trade in South Africa was 
part of a wider campaign 
to legalize an internation¬ 
al market. 

An international ban 
on the rhino horn trade 
has been in place since 
1977. South Africa has 
proposed that the Con¬ 
vention on International 
Trade in Endangered Spe¬ 
cies of Wild Fauna and 
Flora, which oversees the 
trade of wild animals and 
plants, discuss lifting the 
ban at its next meeting in 
Johannesburg in Septem¬ 
ber 2016. 

South Africa’s environ¬ 
ment ministry said a gov¬ 
ernment permit would be 
required for any domes¬ 
tic trade in rhino horn in 
the event that there is no 
ban.Q

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) — 

Singer songwriter Lera 
Lynn looks nothing like the 
character she played on 
season two of HBO's crime 
noir series, “True Detective,” 
who sang woeful drug 
ballads in a seedy dive bar. 
Lynn said the main actors 
Vince Vaughn and Colin 
Farrell probably never 
caught a glimpse of her on 
set without her makeup on, 
which included track marks 
and bruises on her arms, 
dark circles under her eyes, 
oily hair and yellow teeth. 

“I looked a lot worse in 
person than on camera, 
thankfully,” said Lynn in her 
home studio in Nashville, 
Tennessee.

“It was interesting trying to 
create a character for the 
show whose function I was 
completely oblivious to,” 
Lynn said. 

But now that the show is 
over, Lynn has returned her 
focus on working on her 
next album and touring 
in the United States and 
overseas. Lynn’s last album, 
“The Avenues,” released in 
2014, is a mix of Americana 
and country and her voice 
has a heavenly whisper that 
invokes comparisons to Joy 
Williams of The Civil Wars. 
Her next album, produced 


by Joshua Grange, is due 
out early next year. 

“I think there are definitely 
aspects of the ‘True 
Detective’ style that run 
through my music," Lynn 
said. “It's just a sliver of 
what I do. T. Bone saw that 
somewhere and I think 


that’s why he invited me 
to write and play on the 
show.” 

She’s thankful for the extra 
attention she’s gotten from 
appearing on the show 
and said adding the songs 
from the television series to 
her set list has also added 


a dramatic element to the 
live show. 

“I throw them in where 
people least expect it,” 
Lynn said. “It's a neat part 
of the show, I think. It just 
brings everything way 
down for a minute. And 
then we just rock out.”Q

“No one was going to 
get into this tour who was 
not able to draw from the 
ground, pull something 
from inside of them. It's 
a really committed cast, 
which is important. It's a 
show that asks for a lot of 
emotional connection. "□ 


Harry Potter author takes to twitter 
to talk about Snape

LONDON (AP) - Harry 
Potter readers have long 
wanted to know: Why did 
the boy wizard choose to 
honor Severus Snape - a 
teacher who had been so 
mean to him? 

Author JK Rowling took to 
Twitter to answer the en¬ 
during question on Friday 
in an exchange with a fan 
who asked why one of 
Harry’s children received 
the middle name of Sever¬ 
us. 

The acclaimed author ex¬ 
plained that Harry paid 
tribute to Snape because 
of "forgiveness and grati¬ 
tude.” Though Snape bul¬ 
lied Harry, he also saved 


him. 

"Harry hoped in his heart 
that he too would be for¬ 
given. The deaths at the 
Battle of Hogwarts would 
haunt Harry forever." 
Rowling said that while a 
whole essay could be writ¬ 
ten on why Harry gave his 
son Snape’s name, it goes 
to the “heart of who Harry 
was, post-war.” 

Rowling's seven Harry Pot¬ 
ter novels have sold more 
than 450 million copies 
and been made into eight 
films. Readers eagerly 
seek clues about her think¬ 
ing behind the character. 
"Snape is all grey. You 
can’t make him a saint: 
he was vindictive & bully¬ 
ing. You can’t make him a 


devil: he died to save the 
wizarding world," Rowling 
tweeted. 

The question of Snape has 
dogged readers in part 
because he returned to 
side of the villain. Lord 
Voldemort, and killed 
Harry’s hero, headmas¬ 
ter Albus Dumbledore, in 
one of the later books in 
the series, “The Half Blood 
Prince.” 

In the final book, "The 
Deathly Hallows,” Rowling 
reveals that Snape was 
acting on Dumbledore's 
orders and had protected 
Harry at school out of love 
for Harry's mother, Lily. 
“Snape died for Harry out 
of love for Lily,” Rowling 
said.Q 
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Gaiman returns to comics with ‘Sandman: Overture’

Neil Gaiman is one of the 
world’s beloved writers 
and could probably work 
on any project he wants. 
And what he wanted to do 
is go back to his roots in the 
comic book world. 

That’s how Gaiman ended 
up writing “The Sandman: 
Overture," for DC Enter¬ 
tainment's Vertigo. It was 
recently released as part 
of a deluxe edition. 

“The idea of celebrating 
the 25th anniversary of 
‘Sandman’ with a comic 
was just too good to miss,” 
Gaiman said in an inter¬ 
view with The Associated 
Press. 

The deluxe edition includes 
a prequel to the original 
series, showing what hap¬ 
pened to the magical 
lead character Morpheus, 
who controls all dreams, 
before “The Sandman” 
#1. Gaiman said he hopes 
the re-release will make 
longtime fans examine the 
75-issue run with new eyes. 
“(It) would actually make a 
re-read of the entire Sand¬ 
man (series) more interest¬ 
ing," Gaiman said. 

In the time since the Brit¬ 
ish-born author wrapped 
up the original run of “The 
Sandman,” Gaiman has 
collected Newbery and

Carnegie medals, Oscar 
and Golden Globe nomi¬ 
nations, Hugo and Nebula 
awards, as well as acclaim 
by the “Dictionary of Lit¬ 
erary Biography,” which 
called him one of the 
top 10 living post-modern 
writers. Meanwhile, he's 
branched out into novels, 
films, poetry and audio 
works. 


But if it was up to him, 
Gaiman, whose other 
books include “Coraline” 
and “American Gods,” 
said he would have been 
writing more comic books. 
“For me it’s all storytell¬ 


ing,” Gaiman said. “If there 
were a thousand hours in 
the day, if I had several 
bodies and all the time 
I wanted, I would have 
kept on writing comics as 
much as I write novels, as

much as I write television, 
as much as I write poems 
or plays, as much as I write 
movie screenplays. I would 
be doing all of them. As it 
is, it's more about time." 
Gaiman, who started out 
as a journalist and author 
before entering the comic 
book world, helped usher 
in a new, more adult world 
into the industry with his 
stories about Morpheus, 
the series’ gloomy central 
character. The work stood 
out for its quality writing 
and adult themes rather 
than superheroes in cos¬ 
tumes. Gaiman is working 
with actor Joseph Gordon- 
Levitt for a movie adap¬ 
tion.Looking back, Gaiman 
said he felt alone when he 
started, but since then the 
comics industry has diversi¬ 
fied beyond just male-cen¬ 
tered superhero fantasies 
aimed at children. 

“What I love now is that 
there are so many other 
kinds of comics out there," 
he said. “’Sandman’ was 
unique. I’m not sure that 
you could point to it on the 
shelves as being unique 
anymore, and I think that’s 
a really good thing.”□

Eagles settle lawsuit 
over New York man’s 
concert footage 

CENTRAL ISLIP, N.Y. (AP) — Don Henley and Glen Frey 
of the Eagles have settled a federal lawsuit against 
a New York man they accused of peddling bootleg 
recordings of their concerts. 

The Daily News reports that the pair's lawsuit against 
Bill Shelley has been settled with a permanent injunc¬ 
tion barring him from showing any recordings of the 
group. 

Henley and Frey sent a cease-and-desist letter when 
they learned the Avon Theater in Connecticut was 
advertising an October 2014 show called “Legends 
of Rock Live: The Eagles: 1976 Tour” with concert 
footage from Shelley’s film vault. 

Shelley’s lawyer tells the Daily News that Shelley can¬ 
celed the show and the band members sued him 
anyway. 

But both sides apparently decided to take it easy 
and settle the lawsuit. Monetary terms were not 
disclosed. □

his hometown, the Motor 
City. 

The Grammy-nominated 
White — the singer, guitar¬ 
ist, drummer and producer 
who rose to acclaim in the 
duo The White Stripes — 
was on hand Friday for the 
satellite location’s grand 
opening just north of down¬ 
town Detroit. Hundreds 
flocked to the store, which 
next year plans to launch a 
vinyl record pressing plant. 
The shop opened with vi¬ 
nyl reissues from Tamla Re¬ 
cords, including releases 
by Marvin Gaye, the Su- 
premes and Miracles. 

White founded Third Man 
in Detroit in 2001. He left 
Detroit for Nashville, Ten¬ 
nessee, where Third Man is 
based. 

White and Shinola, a De¬ 


troit-based business that 
makes watches and other 
goods, jointly announced 
plans in June to buy the 
building housing Shinola. 
The neighborhood, once 
considered part of Detroit’s 
Cass Corridor, had been 


a mixture of aging houses 
and run-down buildings. 
But many of the crumbling 
structures have been torn 
down. 

To the north is Detroit's 
strong Midtown neighbor¬ 
hood. □ 
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
